The lia- 
bilities of tho failing firms for the iirst 
nine months of the year aro S77,110,Gd-i, 
or $13,7(5,7i4 less than tho liabilities of 
the same period in 1SS5.

numbers tbe failures are less than any 
year since 1SS3, and in point ot liabilities 
far below tbat ot any year since 1S82, 
when the liabilities of all the failures for 
tho firat throe quarters of tho year wore 
only 87.1,102,000. Tho aggregate indebt- 
edness of tho failing concerns for the 
present year ts but forty per cent, of that 
of 18S-1, and but sixty-four per cont. of 
that ot 1SS3.
